A Small Town an the Gulf of California 
Destroyed by s.Cloadburst. 

Oa the last trip of the Pacific coast 
steamship Orizaba up the Gulf of Cali- 
fornia, the oili-ers and crew of the vessel 
were surprised to find one of the porte 
they make regularly wiped off the face 
ef theearth. When the ship reached 
the mouth of the river Culicah, in the 
state of Sinaloa, the little mining town of 
Altata, which stood there on the Orizaba’s 
last trip, was gone, nota building being 
left standing. This “was the result ot 
that terrible storm which piayed havoc 
on the mainland of the coast and gulf, on 
Sept. 17 and 15. The Orizaba has just 
brought the firet details which give a 
comprehensive idea of the extent of the 
damage done. The storm waga sort of a 
composite affair, of the nature of a tidal 
wave and cloudburst. Torrents rushed 
down from the hills back of Altata and 
met the tidal wave, carried it from the 
tea, and the town was obliterated.

Mr, Franklyn M. Cowperthwaite Has Seri- 
.eus Charges Made Against Him. 


Mr. Franklyn M. Cowperthwaite. the 
former manager of the Canadian Fibre 
Chamois Company, Ltd., of Montreal. 
was served with write in two’ heavy 
actions for damages, the amount cla‘med 
beteg $10,000 in each case. The plain- 
tiff: are the Interrational Fibre Chamois 
Company 6f Londor. Eng, and the Can- 
adian Fibre Chamois Company of Mont- 
real, who are represented by Messrs. 
Mecmaster and MeLannan. The London 
company alleges that Mr. Cowperth waite 
signed a contract with it in June last, 
binding himself not to directly orin- 
directiy enter into competition with 
it in the Eoglith market in the 
fibre chamois bnsinets; that the dae. 
fendant has since entered into negotia- 
tions with Mr. Charles Riordon, the we’! 
known paper manufacturer cf St. Cath- 
arines, Ont., and oihers, to promote a 
rival concern, and has becoxe interested 
inthe Standard Fibre Lining Company 
of St. Catharines, whicd, it is alleged, are 
making interlining resembling fibre 
chamoia3, and placing it on the English 
market in competition with the London 
company. Itisclaimed that Mr. Cow- 
perthwaite’s connection with Charles 
Ruordon and the Standard Campany is 
in violation of his wriiten contract with 
the London company. Hence the claim 
for damages, and it is etated an injanction 
will be applied for. The action by the 
Canadian Fibre Chamois Company, of 
Montrea! also arises out of Mr. Cowperth- 
waite’s alleged connection with the 
S:andard Company, of st. Catharines, 
and his management of some bnsiness 
for the plaintiff in London. It is also 
@'leged that Mr. Cowperthwaite, while 
the manager and director of the Can- 
adian company, entered into arrange 
ments with Mr. Riordon for the purpose 
of starting the rival factory, and used 
knowledge and information which he 
acguired from the position a3 director in 
the Montreal company, to promote the 
successes of the Standard Fibre Lining 
Company. Itisalleged that his duties 
and responsibilities as a director are in- 
consistent witb his alleged connection 
with the Standard Company, and that he 
i3 liabla in demages for any injury which 
the Montreal company may have sus- 
tained from such connection. The case 
promises to be interesting, es it involves 
an important question asto the respon- 
sibilities of directors of comranies. 


PRISON DEBT AND REFORM. 
How They Reach Convicts “Minds by Way 
ot the Stomach, 


A queer food experiment is being tried 
at the Elmira reformatory, in New York 
state. All civilized nations hold out some 
inducement to the criminal in contine- 
ment, to sooner seeure his release from 
legal restraint. A certain amount of 
time is always taken off for good behav- 
The crimine! has often been ex 
horted by father, mother, brother, siste: 
and Ly othere who had his interest at 
heart. His menhood, his fatare, his 
ambitionand his hope of quick release 
from confinement have been appealed to, 
and in many cases in vain. Now it is to 
the man’s stomach that the app2al ig to 
be made, 

The proposed experiment contemplates 
a somewhat enlarged scale otf dietarv 
privileges, increasing from grade to grade, 
from lowest to highest, so that within 
dueand proper limita of indalgencaof the 
appetite by prisoners in a prison refor- 
matory for crime, they can out of their 
own accemalations, have the privilege to 
select meal by meal at their pleasure, 
provided al ways that they keep their ex- 
penditure within the limits of indul- 
gence allowed by the government of the 
reformatory. The prisoners, under the 
wage earning system of the reformatory 
as it is at present, must earn their living 
and keep a credit oalance toteiraccount, 
rvepectively, in order to progress toward 
their release by parole. <A prisoner to 
maintain acredit balance must needs 
restrain, regulate and exert himself ina 
manner which accomplishes and shows 
his improvement, bunt hitherto the diet 
rate has been inflexible. 

It is believed that if more I:titude is 
allowed and the prisoner has a chance of 
tickling his palate occasionally with 
mince pie a juicy roast or other home 
like dainties he will be more likely to 
make an effort to reform.—Philade!phia 
Press,

EXCITEMENT IN HAVANA. 


REFUSAL TO SURRENDER A POLITICAL 
REFUGEE THE CAUSE. 


Spanish Officers Board an American Ves- 
sel to Make an Arrest Bat Are Roughiy 
Orderce Off By the Captain—General 

Wevyler Threatene1 to Sink the Ship. 


A dispatch tothe New Orleans Times 
from Key West, Fia., faye: “If 
Spanish anthoritie: had taken Senor 
Anvel Furnanidez of the Ward line 
steamer Vigilancia. while that vessel] 
was in Havana Harbor. the United States 
warships would immediate'y have been 
ordered to Havana to enforce a demand 
for reparation. and war between this 
country ani Spain would undoubtedly 
bave resulted. For three hours the 
Uoited S:ates and Spin were on the 
brink of warard the threatoning situa- 
tion Ww s only relieved when the Spanish 
auth rities ignominieusly backed down, 
and allowed the Vigilancia to procead to 
sea with Fornandez on board. A letter 
received froma correspondentin Havaza,

Wo is close to Consul-General Lee, gives 
& Cramatic account of the episude. 
According to the letter, w en the Vigi- 
lancia put into Havana the Spanish 
authorities demanced the surrender of 
senor Angel Farnandez, a Mexican, on 
board the vessel. The Spaniards alieged 
Farnandez was not a Mexican, but a 
sudject of Spain. Captain John MeIntosh, 
of the Vigilancia, refused to earrender 
Fornandez. Then the Spanish anthori- 
ties told McIntosh that if the Vigilancia 
attempted to goto see with Furnandez 
on board it would be sunk by the cans 
of Morro Castle. Capt. McIntosh immedi- 
ately laid tie matter before Consnl-Gen- 
eral Lee, who complimented the captain 
on his bravery, and told him to take the 
Vigilancia to sea when he pleased. 
Consul-General Lee was greatly enraged 
at the threat to sink the Vigilsncia, and 
he is reportel to have said to Cant. Me- 
Incosh, “If the guns of Morro Castle «isk 
your ship, American warships will be 
bombarding Havana within a week.” 
Cipt. McIntosh returned tothe Vigilancia 
and Conan! Lee informed Capt.-General 
Weyler the vess:! was going to sea, and 
any attempt wero made tod take off 
Farnandez, or if tle veszel was fired on. 
Spain must take the consequences. Wey- 
ler immediately summoned the cabinet 
counci!, and while in council considering 
the matter, the Vigiiancia began to weigh 
eucaor, The Spanish officiaia on board 
protested; but Cap ain MeIntosh said: 
“My ship hasbeen cleared. My consn! 
told me to goto sea. I am going to sea 
and dare you to trv to prevent me. 
off my ehip.”” With that he roughly 
shoved the Spaniards into the waiting

boats, and the Vig: limeia flving the stare 
and stripes, started for the mouth of the 
harbor. The harbor was commanded by 
the guns of Morro Castle. All was ex- 
citement in Havana, and the gnay 
and housetops were lined with hundre ‘s 
of persons who expected the Vigilancia 
to be tired upon. Consul General Lee 
himself watched the Vigilancia through 
g Meanwhile signals were being 
exchanged between Gen. Weyler’s palace 
and Morro Castle, and in the latter place 
were signs of great excitement. Slowly 
the Vigilancia entered the monnth of the 
harbor, and then if was noticed the guns 
of Morro tle were turned on the ship. 
The Vigilancia repeatedly signs! ed Mor- 
ro Castle: I am voing to sea. But no 
answer came from the fort until the 
veces! wasinthe blue water, and then 
the Spaniards ran up the signal. which 
means: “Good bye.” It is said Genera! 
Wevler was farious over the departure 
cf the vessel and Gren. Lee’s course. It 
is stated Gen. Wevyler ordere! the eom- 
mander of Morro Castle to eink the Vigi- 
lancia, but at the last moment yielded 
{to the entrieties of bis cabinet and 
countermanded the order. The episode 
caused more excitement in Havane than 
anything since the beginning of the war.
